This Negro Navy veteran was charged with con- 
spiring to commit murder even though the man with 
whom he was charged to have been conspiring was found 
innocent of the murder and freed. 
_The State was warned that the youths heart was 
seriously injured and that-his life could be saved only by 
a major operation. But the Mercer County politicians 
refused to permit the operation, and the doctor's’ warning 
of an impending “Catastrophe” materialized. 
| Clearly, Mercer County Prosecutor Mario Volpe, 
* Judge Hutchins and Gov. Alferd Driscoll must be made 
to accept responsibility in the death of Collis English.

“A SLEEPING GIANT!” ... 
that is what Napoleon said about

‘To visit China in the second 
alf of 1952, on the eve of the 
great decisions of 1953, is to 
see’ a giant people shaking it- 
self free in a way that Napo- 
leon could not have imagined. 

This sense of awakening in 
China is everywhere visible, tan- 
gible. In the villages where 
landlordism has been lifted oft 
the back of one fourth .of hu- 
manity, the talk is now of growth, 
of advance: better crops, new 
waterwheels, higher yields, con- 
trolling floods and droughts. 

In the factories a leap of a 
thousand years is being ‘made. 
These remarkable artisans who 
paint such intricate designs on 
earthenware and silk, who weave 
these: fabulous brocades and 
carve so delicately in ivory and 
jade . . . their sons are now 
handling the most complex of 
machines. And the youngsters 
do so with the same infinite 


calisthenics every morning at 
6:30; all China has been gripped 
with this. passion for - physical 
education> These may be. the 
cadres of a government bureau 
—the serious, polite, dedicated 
cadres who staffed the Revolu- 
tion on all its levels and are 
still mostly ‘on subsistence pay 
and rations. *They make the 
wheels of China go round. 
Every morning for an hour 
they study. In fact all China 
seems to spend as much time in 


study as in work. And on a 
Saturday night these young 
women may be dancing the 
yangko, the peasant dance, in 
the square before Tién An-men, 
the Gate of Heavenly . Peace. 
This is how the citizens of Paris 
must have“danced the carma7z- 
nole.

machines. And the youngsters 
do so with the same ‘infinite 
care and skill.
